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ABSTRACT 

The mission of the ENLACE Program at Evergreen Valley 
College and San Jose City College is to increase the educational 
success, retention, and transfer rates of Chicano/Latino students. 
Now in its 10th year, ENLACE is an academic program emphasizing the 
successful completion of the cognitive core areas of general/transfer 
education and provides a combination of instruction, counseliry, and 
mentoring. In fall 1993, ENLACE served 198 Chicano/tatino students, 
with sections offered in ENGL 330 (two levels below Transfer 
Composition); ENGL 104 (one level below Transfer Composition); ENGL 
1A (Transfer Composition); Math 12 (Algebra); Guidance 137 (Special 
Topics) and Natural Science 10A. Outcomes for ENLACE students, 
defining success as the receipt of an A, B, C, or credit grade, 
included the following: (1) ENLACE students had a 71% overall success 
rate, compared to 57% for the 439 other Chicano/Latino students in 
the same courses and 55% for all Chicano/Latino students taking the 
course from 1989-91; (2) ENLACE ENGL 1A students had a success rate 
of 70%, compared to a 61% success rate for all other Chicano/Latino 
students in ENGL 1A and a 68% success rate for 1989-91 Chicano/Latino 
students taking the course; (3) students in two ENLACE ENGL 104 
classes had a combined success rate of 88%, compared to 63% for other 
Chicano/Latino students in ENGL 104 and 60% for the 1989-91 students; 
and (4) ENLACE students' success rates were aiso higher than 
non-ENLACE Latino/Chicano students in Math 12 and Natural Science

Mission 
The mission of the ENLACE Programm is to increase the educational success, including retention and transfer rates, of Chicano/Latino students. 


History 
ENLACE was launched at Evergreen Valley College in 1983 and is in its tenth year. ENLACE is an academic program which amphasizes the 
successful completion of what is called the "cognitive core" areas of general/transfer education. Specific courses include B’ sic Writing 
(English 330/104), College Composition (English 1A), Algebra (Math 12), and Science (Natural Science 10A). 


The program currently links almost 200 Chicano/Latino students per semester through an instructional/counseling/mentoring model which has 
shown significant results and promises even greater success.

Success Story 
The ENLACE classes that were offered in Fall 1993 were ENGL 330 (two levels below English 1A), ENGL 104 (one level below English 1A), 
ENGL 1A (transfer composition), MATH 12 (Algebra), GUIDANCE 137 (Special Topics) and NATURAL SCIENCE 10A. Students in the ENLACE 
sections were compared to all other Chicano/Latino students in the same courses, as well as all other non-ENLACE students in the same courses.

The overall success rate of Chicano/Latino ENLACE students in ENLACE sections of six different courses 
was 71% compared to 57% for Chicano/Latinos in non-ENLACE comparison sections and 55% for the 
Chicano/Latino Baseline. 


In all but two cases, Chicano/Latinos in ENLACE groups had higher success rates than other 
Chicano/l.atinos in non-ENLACE comparison groups. 


Note: ENLACE records of student ethnicity differ somewhat from the official District Ethnic Grade Distribution Report from which 
data for this research report was taken. Students indicate their ethnic background on a scanner filled out as part of the admission 
and registration process, and this information goes into the Giade Distribution Report. Chicano/Latino students who marked 
"Decline to State," "Unknown," or any designation other than "Hispanic” on the scanner, were not included as "Chicano/Latino" in 
this ENLACE report.

Comment: 
Chicano/Latinos in the ENLACE English 1A (English Composition) sections had a high combined success rate of 


70%, significantly higher than the success rate for all other Chicano/Latinos in English 1A at 61% and higher than 
the Baseline Success Rate for Chicano/Latino English 1A students a. 68%. 


The fact that the combined class size was relatively large at 56 students lends stability to the results. The 
institution of holistically scored common English Department final exams in Spring 1992 reduces the influence of 

* instructor grading variability and makes these results even more encouraging and supportive of the kinds of 
interventions that are being used in this program on behalf of Chicanio/Latino students.
